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PRODUCTION OF NEWS PRINT 
DURING MONTH OF APRIL 


The Increase in the Production of News Print in April, 1920, 
Over April, 1919, Amounted to More Than 10 Per Cent 
for Both Total Print and Standard News—RMill Stocks 
of Both Total Print and Standard News Decreased Dur- 
ing April—Stocks of Rolls in the Hands of Jobbers at the 
End of April Were 112 Tons Less Than the Stocks in the 
Hands of Jobbers at the Beginning of the Month. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuincTon, D. C., June 1, 1920.—The following is a’ review 
of the reports received from domestic manufacturers of news print 
paper, from jobbers buying and selling news print paper and from 
leading publishers using news print paper by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Import and export statistics of the Department of 
Commerce are also included in the review. Whenever possible 
the figures for 1920 are compared with those for the correspund- 
ing period of 1919. ' 

The figures which follow show the results of the Commission’s 
tabulations for April, 1920, compared with April, 1919. In addi- 
tion the tonnage for the previous quarter of each year is shown 
for comparison purposes together with the totals for the four 
months:

Note—Above figures for total print do not include hanging paper, but 
include the print paper production of mills operating for the most part on 
some other grade. All figures prior to March, 1919, have been pro-rated 
from a weekly basis to a calendar month basis. 


The average or normal production of total print and standard 
news based upon the total combined production for the years 
1917, 1918 and 1919 amounted to 112,736 tons of total print and 
101,460 tons of standard news for a period corresponding to April. 
The actual production amounted to 128,269 tons of total print and 
118,917 tons of standard news, an increase in the case of total print 
of more than 13 per cent over the average for the three-year period 
and an increase in the case of standard news of more than 17 per 
cent over the average. 

The increase in the production of news print in April, 1920, over 
April, 1919, amounted to more than 10 per cent for both total print 
and standard news. 

Mill stocks of both total print and standard news decreased dur- 
ing April. 

In addition to the stocks given above 46 tons were reported on 
hand at terminal and delivery points on April 30, 1920. 


Loss of Production 


Reports from 89 mills operating 190 machines running full or 
partial time on news print paper showed the following loss of time 
during the month of April, 1920:

The total time the machines were idle increased only 17 hours 





over that shown in March. No lost time due to lack of orders 


was reported by news print mills. The lost time due to lack of 
coal amounted to 66 hours. The lost time shown under other 
reasons is due chiefly to lack of material, lack of power and high 
water.

5 cents per pound (practically all news print) and of wood pulp 
for the month of March, 1920, compared with the month of March, 
1919, were as follows:

The imports of news print for March, 1920, were 2,810 tons more 
than for March, 1919. The exports for March, 1920, were 5,505 
tons less than for March, 1919. 

The tonnage to “other countries” under the “Exports of News 
Print” for March, 1920, includes 583 tons to China, 101 tons to the 
Philippine Islands and 68 tons to Canada. 

The imports of mechanically ground wood pulp for March, 1920, 
were 1,395 tons greater than for March, 1919. The exports of 
domestic wood pulp were 1,367 tons greater for March, 1919. 

The imports of chemical wood pulp (total) for March, 1920, 
were 36,378 tons greater than for March, 1919.

Stocks of rolls in the hands of jobbers at the end of April were 
112 tons less than the stocks in the hands of the same jobbers at 
the beginning of the month. Stocks of sheets were 520 tons less 
at the end of April than at the beginning of the month. The net 
decrease in the total stocks of news print in the hands of jobbers 
at the end of April amounted to 632 tons. 

Commitments to sell roll news were 4,760 tons greater than com- 
mitments to buy. Commitments to sell sheet news were 1,195 
tons less than commitments to buy. Total commitments to sell 
both rolls and sheets were 3,565 tons greater than commitments 
to buy. 


Publishers’ Tonnage 


Monthly tonnage reports from 711* of the most important 
newspaper publishing concerns and associations grouped according 
to the principal business sections of the United States together 
with a separate tabulation for the agricultural publications show 
the following results for April, 1920: 
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troubles has been to find means of replacing the equipment of the 
plants, and in this connection the Belgians have suffered in com- 
mon with some others similarly ‘situated in Europe, in having to 
meet a tremendous disadvantage inthe rate of exchange in buying 
machinery in America. This meant in effect that the cost of their 
purchases was multiplied by three. Notwithstanding the manifold 
difficulties of the situation, Mr, Bouvier suggested that the Bel- 
gians were working zealously and conscientiously to recover from 
their losses during the war, and he intimated that a feeling of 
hopefulness, if it could not be described as optimism, was slowly 
making way in the.country. During the continuance of the war, 
Mr. Bouvier was unable to participate to any extent at any rate 
in-the affairs of the Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company, 
for the reason, as he smilingly explained, that the Germans would 
not let him. 
Some Needed Inventions 

The Suggestion Committee of .the Abitibi Power and Paper 
Company is offering to employees — following prizes for. in- 
ventions: 

(1) Two hundred dollars for the outils of a shen which will 
permanently reduce the average back pressure three pounds on 
paper machines and still enable operation at present capacity. 

(2) One hundred dollars for an outline of a satisfactory plan 
which will enable the chips to be drawn from chip tanks without 
the use of steam, the cost of the equipment to be used as com- 
pared with present method of operation, to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Form New Pulpwood Company in Nova Scotia 

A despatch from Halifax states that it is understood that A. 
Alcorn, of Blackville, and Frank C. Murchie, of Milltown, N. B., 
have completed arrangements for the formation of a new com- 
pany which will probably be known as the Alcorn-Murchie Pulp- 
wood Company. 

The company will be wholly owned and controlled by these 
gentlemen. Its object will be to procure all the pulpwood that 
can be purchased by them, both for Dominion use and for foreign 
export. The members of the new company are widely known 
throughout New Brunswick, and have a reputation extending to 
the other provinces of Canada, as well as to several of the States 
of the neighboring republic. 

Archie Alcorn is a son of the late Mr. Alcorn, so long con- 
nected with the Gibson lumbering and mill property at Blackville. 
Although a very ycung man, being not yet thirty years of age, 
Mr. Alcorn has, for the last few years, been known as a live wire 
in the lumber industry of New Brunswick. In addition to his 
duties as manager of the Nashwaak Pulp and Paper Company at 
Blackville, he has done lumbering on his own account to a very 
considerabie extent. 

Frank C. Murchie was for some time the junior member of 
the well-known firm of James Murchie Sons’ Company. For the 
last three years Mr. Murchie has been the representative of the 
Oxford Paper Company and has built up for that company a very 
large business in New Brunswick. 


Bad Forest Fires 


Serious forest fires have occurred in Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick during the past week. In the latter province hundreds of 
thousands of feet of standing timber on Crown lands, under lease 
to the J. B. Snowball Company of Chatham, has been burned in 
one of the worst forest fires now raging in New Brunswick. 
With no rain, and none in sight, the forest fires situation through- 
out New Brunswick shows no improvement and is in fact getting 
worse every day. Some relief may be obtained from the cancella- 
tion of all permits for burnirig brush and slash, which order has 


been signed by Hon. Dr. E. A. Smith, Minister of Lands and 
Mines, upon recommendation of Provincial Forester G. H. Prince, 
but only rain can bring about much of an improvement, it is 
believed. 
American Bankers Inspect Canadian Mills 

Two groups of prominent American investment bankers from 
New York and Boston passed through Montreal over the week- 
end en route for Temiskaming, Que., to inspect the new mill of 
Kipawa Company, Ltd., subsidiary of the Riordon Pulp and Paper 
Company, Ltd., now producing over 140 tons of bleached sulphite 
pul pper day. The: party, in company. with Montreal financial men 
and officials of the companiés, in all about ninety, left Montreal 
by special train,

Eagle Box Board & Paper Co. Building 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Totepo, Ohio, June 1, 1920.—Toledo is soon to have its first box 
board and paper mill, Completion of the Eagle Box Board and 
Paper Company’s new plant on Miami street, expected by Feb- 
ruary, 1921, will meet an industrial need of long standing. 

Work has been started on the Miami street plant, the manage- 
ment reports, and contracts for machinery and trackage have al- 
ready been let. 

The new plant will be located on a six-acre tract of land. It 
will operate 24 hours a day, six days a week. 

The Eagle Box Board and Paper Mill Company is incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Ohio for $700,000. Of this sum, 
$350,000 is preferred 7 per cent stock and $350,000 common stock. 
No “bonus” or “promotion” stock will be given. 

Gilbert L. Smith, president and general manager, has been con- 
nected with the paper board and box business for the past 40 years 
and has managed factories in various sections of the country. He 
recently sold his active interest in the Gilbert L. Smith Company 
of Toledo. Gilson D. Light, general superintendent of the Tiede- 
man Glove Company, Toledo, is the company’s vice-president; Gil- 
bert L. Smith, Jr., is secretary-treasurer, and William Wessel is 
superintendent.

Weeks Before Conditions Once More Approach Normal 
—News Print Situation In Middle West Is So Serious 
That Chicago Daily News Orders Some of Its Paper 
Distributed to Country Newspapers—Demand For Book 
Paper Continues Unusually Strong and Manufacturers 
Are Making Little Headway in Catching Up. 


Cuicaco, June 1, 1920.—Further improvement in the local rail- 
road situation brought about a better movement of paper of all 
kinds during the past week. The situation here is still very bad, 
however, and it will be weeks before conditions once more ap- 
proach normal. One of the aggravating features of the situation 
is that a badly-needed car of paper can travel, on a normal sched- 
ule, all the way from the mill to Chicago. Then it becomes lost 
in the jam, and so far.as doing the customer any good is con- 
cerned, it might as well be a thousand miles away. The great 
problem of the railroads is in getting carloads of paper and other 
commodities switched to the team tracks where they can be un- 
loaded. Some progress was made last week. The railroads have 
been devoting all their men and their time to the handling of 
foodstuffs and fuel. Milder weather has cut down the call for 
coal, and it has been possible to put some of the switching crews 
on the movement of dead freight, which includes paper and similar 
products. In this manner some of the local dealers received pleas- 
ant surprises in the way of announcements that carloads of paper, 
weeks overdue, are now awaiting their attention at the usual place 
for unloading such cars. However, for one pleasant surprise of 
this sort there are a dozen disappointments, 


News Print Situation Very Serious 

The news print situation in the Middle West became so serious 
last week that Victor Lawson, publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News, ordered some of the news print paper intended for his 
publication to be diverted to country newspaper publishers, who 
are facing a complete shutdown because they cannot get paper. 
Mr. Lawson’s generosity may not be untinged with political pur- 
pose, as he is strongly supporting Governor Frank O. Lowden 
for the Republican presidential nomination, and is said to be not 
without political ambitions himself. Mr. Lawson made arrange- 
ments for the delivery of the paper to his country contemporaries 
direct with the George M. Mead Company and other paper manu- 
facturers who are furnishing print paper on contract for the Chi- 
cago Daily News. The seriousness of the news print situation 
has been augmented in recent weeks by the railroad tie-up. It 
is not only a case of not having enough news print paper to 
supply the inflated demand, but also of being unable to properly 
distribute such news print paper as is manufactured. The situa- 
tion seems to be most critical among the news print publishers 
of Illinois. There are many country newspapers in this state, and 
some of them have very substantial circulations in the rural dis- 
tricts, so that their news print requirements are proportionately 
heavy. 

Book Paper Demand Unusually Strong 


The demand for book papers of all sorts continues as strong as 
ever, and the manufacturers are making little headway in their 
efforts to get caught up with their production. The publishers of 
catalogs continue to ptish business as much as ever, in spite of 
the fact that in certain lines there has of late been a marked 
tendency toward retrenchment. The coated book mills are taking 
little business of any sort at the present time. Some of the large- 
est coated paper mills in this territory are refusing to take any 
orders whatever until they~have caught up with their schedule 





once more. Certain kinds of. wrapping papers, glazed papers, 
onion skins, and tissues are very hard to buy at any price, and the 
quotations upon them are nominal. All prices are made at the 
time of delivery, and as the time of delivery, under present condi- 
tions, is likely to be well in the future, there is no certain guess 
as to the cost of paper for which the order is placed at the present 
time. There is a movement among the dealers to limit the number 
of colors and tints in the tissue papers. This movement is similar 
to the one in the wrapping paper field, which gained popularity 
during the war, and also the earlier movement in cover papers. 
In other words, dealers have found that if they can secure the co- 
operation of the mills, they can sell just as much paper when they 
offer a few colors as when they offer many. 


Container Club Meets 


At a meeting of the Container Club, the organization of solid 
fibre and corrugated paper box manufacturers, held in the Trans- 
portation building last week, specifications for canned goods boxes 
were worked out and submitted to the Consolidated Classification 
Committee for consideration. The specifications include a number 
of new features. Among other things is a special set of specifica- 
tions for boxes to contain canned goods weighing less than 30 
pounds to the case, such as condensed milk cans. A representative 
number of manufacturers attended the meeting. George W. Gair, 
of the Robert Gair Company, president, was in the chair.

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PAPER SITUATION IS ACUTE 
IN THE TORONTO MARKET 


Various Propositions to Afford Relief Have Been Tried But 
None Has Been Very Successful as Yet—-News Print 
Continues Extremely Scarce—New Regulation Goes Into 
Effect in Book and Writing Paper—Foley-Rieger Pulp 
and Paper Co. Sell Ground Wood Plant to Beaver Board 
Co.—Fred W. Hall Paper Co. Say That Heavy De- 
mand for Writing Paper Will Continue. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., June 1, 1920.—The paper situation continues as 
acute as ever and many propositions are being presented in regard 
to overcoming the present shortage by greater production, but 
none of the plans discussed has solved the problem. Withdrawal 
of prices, refusal to accept amy more orders, elevation of quota- 
tions to the highest point ever known, the rationing, system in the 
matter of distribution and other schemes have been put into effect, 
but all to no appreciable effect. 

Mills are suffering not only from shortage of raw: materials, 
such as pulp of all kinds, but also from delayed deliveries on the 
part of the railways due to the continued embargoes and tie-ups. 
The Canadian Manufacturers’ Association has sent out a warning 
in reference to coal, stating that manufacturers do not generally 
seem to realize the seriousness of the situation and that prompt 
action is necessary. The coal season starts practically devoid of 
reserve stocks—a condition without precedent in the industrial 
history of the country. 

More advances in quotations went into effect during the past 
week. Tag manila is now selling to jobbers at 1114 cents in car 
lots, sulphite tag at 14 cents,, bristols at 13 cents, and cover papers 
from 16 to 21 cents. Other similar lines have been advanced 10 
per cent. Coated paper mills report that there is a decided scarcity 
of raw paper for coating purposes, and some plants, which have 
been operating two shifts, may have to run_with only one in the 
very near future owing to inability to secure supplies. There has 
been another advance of a cent in coated papers of all kinds by 
reason of increasing costs of production. 


News Print Situation Acute 


The news print situation remains as acute as ever and as high 
as 22 cents a pound was offered for a spot lot in one particular 
case. Printer and Publisher, which is the official organ of the 
Canadian Press Association, in its last issue, says as yet there is 
no evidence of a sincere desire on the part of Canadian- publishers 
in general to reduce their consumption. In one column they are 
telling the public of the serious situation facing them, while on 
other pages they are calling for more readers to help aggravate 
the situation. It is pointed out that piling on circulation at a price 
that does not pay for the white paper, and distribution is such 
poor business at present, that the wonder is that any sane pub- 
lishers indulge in it. 

New Regulation on Writing Paper 

A new regulation has gone into effect in the matter of book 
and writing papers which sets forth that an extra charge will be 
made for all special packing. Paper packed in frames in not less 
than 120-pound bundles will be charged at not less than 30 cents 
per 100 pounds additional, and packed in cases of not less than 500 
pounds not less than 60 cents per 100 pounds additional. There is 
in many cities a great shortage of white paper bags due to the 
scarcity of paper. 

The rag and waste paper stock market is still suffering in the 


matter of making shipments to the other side of the line owing to 
railway congestion. Roofing stock is difficult to obtain, and new 
cuttings of all kinds are in active demand, with prices ruling firm, 
while waste paper of all descriptions is strong. 


Daily Wins Suit in News, Print Case 

An interesting action was tried in Toronto during the past week 
in which the publishers of the Daily British Whig, of Kingston, 
Ont., brought suit against the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, over 
news print and was awarded damages. It appears that the Whig 
contracted with the Eddy company for the supply of approximately 
150 tons of news print per annum, being the whole of the pub- 
lishers’ requirements over a period of three years. The first two 
years 472 tons were delivered, and the Eddy ‘company supplied 23 
tons in the third year, holding that this more than completed the 
contract. The Whig then had to enter the open market and pay 
an advanced price to fill its requirements for 1918, and sued for 
$5,224 for damages. Justice Middleton, in his judgment, held in 
favor of the Whig, that each year must be taken by itself and that 
the purchaser of the first two years having asked for and received 
more than he was entitled to, and, this having been paid for, those 
accounts are closed. The court declared the Eddy company liable 
to pay damages based on the amount by which the delivery of 
1918 fell short of 165 tons, 


Pulp Plant at Thorold Sold 

The Foley-Rieger Pulp and Paper Company of Thorold, Ont., 
which has for ‘years operated a ground-wood pulp plant, has sold 
out to the Beaver Board Company, of the same place, which will 
take possession this week. The output is about twenty tone a day 
and the equipment consists of four grinders and four wet ma- 
chines. The Beaver Board Company, it is understood, requires 
more ground wood pulp for its enlarged production and was think- 
ing of erecting a new pulp mill, but found that it could not get 
delivery on some equipment for a year or two. It therefore de- 
cided to purchase the Foley-Rieger business. The acquisition of 
this mill will seriously interfere with several paper industries in the 
Niagara district who have for years obtained supplies from the 
plant just sold. These plants will now be compelled to look else- 
where, which, at present, is disconcerting owing to the decided 
shortage in mechanical pulp, which at some points in Ontario is 
commanding as high as $125 a ton. 


When Paper Sold Higher Than Now 

R. J. Weatherhead, of the Weatherhead Paper Company, Toron- 
to, who for a long period was engaged in manufacturing pulp and 
paper in the Eastern states, previous to locating in Toronto, has in- 
voices in his office showing that news print sold as high as 27 cents 
a pound in the United States in 1861. Ground wood pulp, when 
first produced in America, according to Mr. Weatherhead, brought 
up to 7 cents a pound. The lowest figure at which he ever knew 
mills to dispose of it previous to the war was $10 per ton; $12 was 
thought to be a very fair price at one time. 


How Excise Tax Hits Industry 

The new tax imposed by the Federal government, whereby 1 
per cent. is collected on turnover from all manufacturers and 
wholesalers (pulp and paper included), is causing the industries 
much concern. On all paper and pulp bills now sent out invoices 
are enclosed showing separately the extra charge which has to be 
paid to the government. An important meeting of paper jobbers 
and wholesale stationers was held in Toronto last week to discuss 
the situation.: It was pointed out that where manufacturers make 
their own pulp and market their product through their own 
branches, so far as paper is concerned, the output will carry only 
1 per cent. In other mills where the pulp is bought from outside 
a charge of 1 per cent. will have to be borne by the paper manu-

Some Dealers Believe Peak Has Been Reached, While Others 
Think that Prices Will Show Some Additional Advance— 
All Agree, However, that It Will Be Some Time Before 
Prices for Paper Show Any Decline—Numerous New 
Uses to Which Paper Has Been Put in Recent’ Years, It 
Is Pointed Out, Will Serve to Keep the Demand Strong 
and Prices Firm—Scott Paper Co. Meeting. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1, 1920.—Prices firmly maintained and with 
probability of increase rather than of decrease, kept the paper 
market this week in its position of strong contrast with that for 
nearly all other commodities. In the opinion of that veteran jobber, 
Joseph B. Mitchell, of the Quaker City Paper Company, the peak 
has been reached; in the opinion of W. O. Renner of the Whiting- 
Paper Company, there is a yet greater elevation to be expected. 
Both, however, express prevalent trade opinion that the day of 
recession in prices is still a long way off. 

There has been nothing in the. week’s jobbing experience to 
cause any apprehension as to the immediate future. It is true 
that demands from printers fell off slightly and furthermore that 
there was a considerable decrease in orders from the textile in- 
dustry, the mills in which are cutting down on production during 
the period of price recession. But business from the general 
commercial consumers held steadily and those jobbers who deal 
with wagon sellers of paper report their business as rapidly grow- 
ing with their opportunity to get better supplies. Deliveries im- 
proved during the week. It was regarded as remarkable by some 
of the smaller houses that one of the largest in the jobbing trade 
should send out a letter offering for immediate delivery a two 
ton lot of Kraft, of which it somehow came into possession. 


Many New Uses for Paper 

Amplifying his observations recently made in these columns that 
there can be no cut in paper prices as long as production falls 
short of demand, Mr. Mitchell said this week, “It seems to me 
that in the discussion of the paper situation there has been over- 
looked the many new uses to which paper has been put in the last 
few years during which mill production capacity has virtually 
stood still. Think of the amount of paper stock now being di- 
verted into drinking cups, into individual service plates for ice 
cream, etc., into parcel post wrappers, into paper towels and nap- 
kins, into a veritable host of new products with which we all are 
familiar. Paper no longer has a restricted field; it is of universal 
requirement. There is not another article which has so many uses 
as paper and none for which in recent years, the field of oppor- 
tunity has been so much enlarged. You hear the complaints made 
by paper jobbers that they cannot understand where all the paper 
is going if the mills are as busy as they represent themselves to 
be. Perhaps there is a clue to the disposition of mill products if 
you realize that wrapping and writing and news are not the only 
form of paper the mills are turning out.” 

While Krafts are in-a little easier supply there still is a great 
dearth of spot news and of tissues. Silk fibre in the favorite 15- 
inch rolls is almost entirely out of the market. 


Paper Stock Continues Well Cleaned Up 
Paper stock men continue to be well cleaned up. There was no 
advance during the week in either quotations for paper or for 
rags. But for both the outsidé prices prevail. Mill representa- 
tives are urgent in their request for shipments and with better 
transportation there is .of course, 4- much: freer movement from 


warehouse to mill preventing, with the larger stock which are 
coming in from smaller dealers, all accumulation. 


A New Paper Stock Enterprise 

A new paper stock enterprise is soon to be launched by the Lowe 
Paper Company, 231° Chestnut street, which hitherto has been 
engaged solely in the sale of coarse papers. Fhe company is seek- 
ing a warehouse for the purpose of branching out into a general 
mill supply business. It has virtually concluded arrangements 
with a paper stock man of long experience to enter its employ and 
announcement of his identity will be made just as soon as the 
company decides upon a location for the stock business. Both 
old papers and rags are to be handled. 

During the week the directors of the company met and elected 
Jack Lipitz as vice-president. He also will be general office man- 
ager and will be in charge of purchasing. 

The Hinde & Dauch Company soon will be installed in a home. 
Announcement was made during the week of its purchase of the 
property at the northeast corner of Water and South streets from 
C. S. Purves for $60,000. The building is four stories in height 
and covers a plot 78 by 8&4 feet. The assessed valuation placed 
upon it was $24,000. The Hinde & Dauch Company is now tenant 
of the first floor of 113 to 125 Sansom street and here it specializes 
in the buying of paper stock, principally mixed and commons for 
its own corrugated paper mills but incidentally other stock as well. 
The business is in charge of A. Kenneth Briggs. The new building 
is to be completely reconstructed for the special purposes of the 
company, to be equipped with electric elevators, balers, etc., for 
expeditious handling of stock for shipment to the mills at Glou- 
cester, N. J., Sandusky, Muncie and Watertown. The company 
hopes to occupy its new home some time in August. 

The Paper House of Pennsylvania, 28 North Sixth street, this 
week will take over the second floor of the building of which the 
basement and first floor now is occupied. To the addition there 
will be removed the offices of President Norbert A. Considine, of 
Publicity Manager C. G. Cobaugh and the accounting force. The 
space gained on the first floor will be given over to the sales force 
and to more room for the cutting and shipping departments. 

The salesroom of the States Paper Company, 720 Arch street, 
has been closed and transfer of the stock to the D. L. Ward 
Company now is in progress. As reported in these columns nearly 
all the States sales force went over to the Ward Company, but 
during the week P. H. Diffenbaugh, who for the past two years 
has been selling fine papers exclusively for the States company 
which handled the products of the Valley Paper Company, joined 
the sales force of the Whiting-Patterson Company. Mr. Diffen- 
baugh has been engaged in the paper business for many years. 
Before coming to this city he was the Chicago representative of 
the Diem & Wing Paper Company of Cincinnati and prior to that, 
was for more than seven years with the J. W. Butler Paper Com- 
pany, Chicago, as clerk, sales correspondent and city salesman. 
The Whiting-Patterson Company has also taken in its employ T. 
C. Reid, formerly with the Presbyterian Board of Publication. He 
will give his entire attention to coarse paper sales. 


To Leave on Motor Trip 

Edward Hemingway, paper stock dealer, is to leave shortly for 
a motor trip of several weeks through Pennsylvania and New 
York states and eventually to terminate at his camp in Maine. 
Mrs. Hemingway will accompany him. Meanwhile Mr. Heming- 
way is contesting on the golf grounds with his fellow enthusiasts, 
W. J. McGarrity, Penn Paper and Stock Company, and D. I. 
Murphy, D, I. Murphy & Son. ‘

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PAPER TRADE IN BOSTON 
. IS IN QUIET CONDITION 


No One Will Venture an Opinion as to Just What Is Likely 
to Happen, But All Are United in the Opinion That a 
Break of Some Sort Is About Due—News Print Prices 
Are Still Soaring, and According to the Boston News 
Bureau the Average Price Per 100 Pounds During April 
Was $4.726, Which Established a Price Record— 
Boston Paper Trade Association to Hold Field Day. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., June 1, 1920.—Conditions in the Boston paper 
trade have been so ominously quiet and barren of all changes, or 
even rumors of changes, for the past week or more that local 
jobbers are likening the situation to the proverbial lull before a 
storm and waiting for something to happen with Micawber-like 
complacency. 

Just what is expected, whether for the better or worse, nobody 
seems to know, but all are united in the opinion that a break of 
some sort is about due. 


News Print Prices Still Soaring 


News print prices are still soaring, and, according to figures 
compiled and published by the Boston News Bureau, the average 
price per 100 pounds during April was $4.726, which establishes a 
high-price record on both contract and transient business. During 
this month the tota! of contract business done is on a basis of 
more than 1,000,000 tons per annum. The figure, while a high 
one, does not show such a startling advance on February and 
March prices. The average for the former month was $4.533, and 
for March, $4.577. 

Publishers not so fortunate as to have contracts, which class is 
largely made up of the small publishers throughout New England, 
have been obliged to pay an average of $9.448 during April, as 
compared with $8.797 and $7.997 per 100 pounds during the 
two preceding months. Canadian contract prites for deliveries 
during April were $4.817 per 100 pounds, as against $4.556 in March. 

The record for high prices, however, is not the only one which 
has been established for the production for the first four months 
of the year was 500,014 tons of news print, while only 450,426 tons 
were produced during the same period in 1919. It naturally follows 
that shipments for the first quarter of 1920 were also heavier than 
ever before, totaling 493,710 tons, against 433,449 tons in April, 
1919. The net result was a reduction in stocks to 21,673 tons on 
the first of May. 

J. F. Minon Arrested 

The arrest of Joseph F. Minon, treasurer of the Tileston & 
Livermore Paper Company, 514 Atlantic avenue, on May 26, has 
caused something of a flutter of excitement in local trade circles. 
Minon was taken into custody on complaint of Louis Grow, a 
Commonwealth avenue automobile dealer, who alleges that Minon 
was in his employ as an expert accountant for a period of about 
five months from last October, and that during that time he has 
made away with $13,410 of Grow’s money. His method is alleged 
to have been the depositing of checks made out to Grow to his 


own account. 


Paper Box Wage Board Recommendations 
The Minimum Wage Commission held a meeting at the State 
House, last week, when a final approval of the determination of 
the Paper Box Wage Board, established to recommend minimum 
wage rates for women and girls, was made. 
The recommendation adopted was that “For experienced work- 
ers, deemed by the board to be employees of nine months’ ex- 


perience, not less than $15.50; for apprentices who have reached 
the age of 16, a minimum of $11; and for all others, not less than 
$9. The board further recommends that the decree become effec- 
tive July 1, 1920.” 

Opposition to the adoption of this scale was voiced by a number 
of paper-box manufacturers, among whom was Eliot D. Smith, of 
the Dennison Manufacturing Company, who asked that the rule be 
made a temporary one and subject to change in accordance wit! 
the changes in the cost of living and manufacture. 


Annual Outing of Boston Paper Trade 


The time and place for the annual outing and field day of the 
Boston Paper Trade Association have finally been fixed upon, after 
much casting about for an arrangement that would suit the con- 
venience of the greatest number. It is to be held on June 9, at the 
Vesper Country Club in Lowell, and plans have been made for 
the attendance of about 125 of the approximately 200 members of 
the organization. 

The trade will go from Boston in automobiles at 9 o’clock on 
the morning of the day set and will gather for the start at the 
Copley-Piaza Hotel. They expect to cover the 26 miles to Lowell 
in about one hour, and the day’s program, which will begin im- 
mediately upon arrival, is made up of a ball game between the 
Merchants and Manufacturers, in which F. B, Cummings and 
Herbert Mason, of the Boston trade, are the respective leaders. 
Then there is to be a 100 yards dash, a pipe race, a 50 yards dash 
for men not under 35, a 25 yards dash for men not under 45, a 
sack race, and a fried egg race (in which the entries will be 
limited owing to the high cost of the necessary ammunition), and 
a golf contest over nine holes. 

“Jack” Andrew, of Stone & Andrew of Boston, is the master of 
ceremonies, while Charles A. Esty, of Worcester, will engineer 
the golf contest. .

GOOD) YEAR 
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BUSINESS ON PACIFIC COAST 
IS REPORTED RATHER QUIET 


Demand, However, Is Said to Be About Normal for This 
Season of the Year—E-xport Situation Is Quiet, with Ex- 
porters Able to Obtain Very Little News Print or Book 
Paper—Stocks Are Below Normal and Railroad Em- 
bargoes Have Been Holding Back Shipments from Eastetn 
Mills—Prices Are High and Orders Are Placed on a 
Basis of Price Prevailing on Date of Shipment. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, May 27, 1920.—The San Francisco market is 
feeling the summer dullness, but the demand is about normal for 
this season of the year. Stocks are below normal, as a rule, at 
local houses and railroad freight embargoes have been - holding 
back shipments from eastern mills. Prices are high and orders 
are placed on a basis of price prevailing on date of*shipment, 

While there has been a good deal of talk of competition by 
Scandinavian mills in this market, their prices are much higher 
than those of American manufacturers. A representative of one 
of the largest Norwegian concerns, who has been trying to put 
their papers in here, admits that they cannot do business here in 
competition with Americans. All of the Coast mills are running 
full on news, wrappings and fruit papers. 

The export situation is very quiet here, with exporters unable to 
obtain news print and very little book paper. The Coast mills are 
supplying their regular customers under contracts and have no 
surplus for exporters. There are not very many inquiries and 
export orders are few. The Oriental demand has ceased since the 
financial crisis developed in Japan. Mills in British Columbia, of 
course, are exporting their news to Australia and New Zealand, 
but those countries are not getting their full requirements. 

The export department of the Zellerbach Paper Company, which 
has made a start in the Orient, reports business almost at a stand- 
still, with Japanese dealers unloading their paper stocks at a sacri- 
fice. But the firm will keep salesmen in the field so as‘ to take 
advantage of future opportunities. Japan can furnish a good 
market and China a very friendly market. Representatives of 
Swedish paper manufacturers are now in the Orient, quoting com- 
paratively low prices, and the American manufacturers should 
exploit these markets before the business is captured by Europeans. 


Paper Boxboard Co. Doing Big Business 


The Paper Boxboard Company, A. H. Dougall, general manager, 
is making excellent sales of boxboard fiber containers and other 
products of all of the board mills on the Pacific Coast. This con- 
cern is the selling agency for the mills of the Boxboard Division 
of the Paraffine Company’s, Inc., in the States of Washington 
and California, and of the National Paper Products Company in 
Stockton, Cal. There is a growing demand for fiber containers 
at prices considerably higher than last year’s. Increased costs of 
material and labor are factors in the situation and the products 
turned out are of superior quality. 

Everett Pulp and Paper Co. Busy 

The Everett Pulp & Paper Company, of Everett, Wash., repre- 
sented in San Francisco by Augustus Johnson, the secretary, is 
making its regular quota of book and chemical papers and taking 
care of its customers up to the capacity of the plant. The quality 
of the chemical manilla turned out is equal to the best produced 
in this country. 


Crown Willamette Paper Co. Reports Heavy Demand 


The Crown Willamette Paper Company, of this city, continues 
to have a demarid for much more paper than can be produced at 


its various plants on the Pacific Coast. Regular contracts are 
being taken care of promptly and there is practically no surplus. 

It is expected that the new unit at West Lynn, Ore., will be 
ready for operation by August 1, with a capacity of from 60 to 80 
tons of news a day. The building will be ready before the ma- 
chinery arrives. The present plant is running full on news. The 
plant at Camas, Wash., is running full on news, wrappings, fruit 
paper and paper bags. The mill at Floriston, Cal., is making a 
good output of citrus fruit paper, wrappings and tray-paper, for 
use in raisin-drying trays. A Jennsen tower system, for making 
acid for the sulphite mills, is being installed. The Crown Willam- 
ette mills have a demand for more news than can be supplied and 
are giving their contracts the benefit of all that is produced. Con- 
tracts with newspapers are not being made for more than two 
years. An increase of four cents an hour was given to employees 
of the Camas mili, effective May 1, increasing the payroll by about 
$100,000 a year. 


Hawley Pulp & Paper Co. Running Full 


The Hawley Pulp & Paper Company’s large plant at Oregon 
City, Oregon, is running full on wrappings, fruit paper, paper bags, 
paper toweling, etc. A high standard of quality is being main- 
tained on all of the lines. produced. The ground wood mill is 
accumulating a supply of pulp to last through the dry season when 
the supply of water power is limited. Rail shipments of paper are 
being made right along, although the car shortage has caused con- 
siderable inconvenience at times. 


Washington Pulp & Paper Corp.’s New Plant 

The news print mill of the Washington Pulp and Paper Corpo- 
ration, which is controlled by the National Paper Products Com- 
pany, of San Francisco, is being erected as fast as supplies of 
materials can be obtained. The concrete work on the machine 
room is well along. The beater house, the ground-wood mill and 
the power house are not so far advanced, bit the work will be 
pushed to completion. Engineer Robinson is on the ground and 
B. D. Simons, construction engineer of Chicago, makes visits to 
the plant at intervals. It is expected that the plant will be in 
operation during the present year. The output of the new mill will 
enable the owners to take care of more domestic and export 
business. 

California Paper & Board Mills to Enlarge 

The California Paper and Board Mills Division of the Paraffine 
Products Company, Inc., will enlarge its plant at Antioch, Cal. 
Additional machinery will be installed in the beater room and 
additional dryers will be added to the board machine, giving quite 
an increase in capacity. The mill is running full and turning out 
a high-grade product. 

Pacific Coast Notes 

Rollin C. Ayres, director of publicity of the Zellerbach Paper 
Company, will spend some time in visiting the paper mills in the 
East and Middle West during the next month. First he attended 
the convention of the Pacific Coast Association of Advertising 
Clubs in Stockton May 23-26. The delegates will, also, go in the 
Yosemite Valley to hold two sessions. Then he will go to India- 
napolis to attend the convention of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World, opening June 6. He is a vice-president of 
this organization, in charge of the Pacific Coast district. 

A. C. McAlister, representing the Butler & Kelley Company, 
New York City; Francis D. Gilman, of Francis D. Gilman & Co., 
and F. FE. Francis, a paper-manufacturing representative of Albany, 
N. Y., have been calling upon the San Francisco trade. 

Leo Schoenfeld, sales manager of the Sanitary Products Division 
of the Zellerbach Paper Company, is making a tour of the Pacific 
Coast and paying visits to all of the eleven “divisions,” as the com- 
pany’s branches are termed.

Hoboken Mill to Be Removed to Kinderhook 


Hopoxen, N. J., May 26, 1920—The Hoboken Paper Mill Com- 
pany, of which William H. Gould is president, has decided, accord- 


‘ing to the Hoboken Observer, to move its local plant to its Kinder- 


hook property, located at Gould Station, Albany, on the Southern 
Railroad of New York. 

One reason prompting the move is the fact that seven months 
during the year 1,000 horsepower waterpower goes to waste at 
Kinderhook. Another is the rising cost of transportation and diffi- 
culties following the gradual increase in traffic congestion. 

Utilization of waterpower at Kinderhook will mean a big saving, 
President Gould stated today. The concern uses about forty tons 
of coal daily at its local mills, which, figured at $8.50 per ton, 
amounts to $340 per day for steam power alone. Again, it costs 
more to ship the paper to Brooklyn from Hoboken than from 
Kinderhook. Railroad rates amount to less in the long run, than 
prices charged by truckmen, demurrage, etc. 

The Hoboken Paper Mill Company conducts three paper plants 
here, at Ninth and Adams streets, and furnishes employment to 
about 100 men. The concern found itself ’faced with the necessity 
of installing new machinery in its local plant, and Mr. Gould 
decided that it would be unwise to install all new machinery with 
the old buildings in their present condition. Rather than rebuild, 
he decided to utilize the Kinderhook property. The mills at 
Kinderhook are of reinforced concrete and brick construction. 


* Their capacity will be brought up to over 200,000 pounds of paper 





per day. 

W. H. Gould came to the company twenty-eight years ago. At 
that time the full capacity of the mill was eight tons per day. He 
was vice president until a short time ago, when he succeeded 
the late Richard Stevens as head of the concern. The latter had 
been president since its organization. 

In 1917, when the company was building its second new plant 
at Kinderhook, the present head drove with six tons of machinery 
from Hoboken to Kinderhook, a distance of 155 miles during one 
of the worst winter storms. Not a driver could be induced to 
attempt the trip. 

While the company is removing its Hoboken plant to Kinder- 
hook, the local mills will continue in operation until November 
1. Headquarters of the concern will remain in Hoboken.

By getting in orders at this time, subscribers 
are assured of getting their copies of the new editions of the 
directory at the earliest possible moment. 


Urges Speedy Reconstruction 

Stating that present economic conditions called for the con- 
certed action on the part of all the people of this nation to bring 
about a speedy reconstruction of economic conditions, David F. 
Houston, Secretary of the Treasury, in a speech in New York 
urged that the essential industries must go forward and the re- 
turn to more normal conditions must be facilitated, by the practice 
of discrimination, not only in respect to domestic activities, but 
also in respect to things done in behalf of Europe, which, he said 
he found now moving forward and will do better after the next 
crop. 

Secretary Houston urged the individual as well as collective ap- 
plication of the work and save principle on a large scale, and that 
money saved be invested in essential industries and Liberty Bonds. 
He stated there were signs that the practice of economy was be- 
coming an important factor in affecting prices and that improve- 
ment in conditions abroad was helping the downward trend of 
prices, but he added that the future price movement depended on 
too many things to be predicted. 

“T think it is practically impossible to analyze the situation or to 
say how long the downward tendency of prices will continue,” he 
said. “I think too much depends on the agricultural outlook, and 
that in turn depends in part on the season and whether the people 
apply themselves to hard work. It depends also on whether the 
railroad situation clears up, the extent to which the people save 
and invest, and the improvement in Europe through increaged agri- 
cultural and other production. 

“My conviction is that world conditions are tending to improve, 
and with that we will see a return toward normal. There has been 
no little inflation in the world and some at home.. We certainly 
cannot expect a recession of prices unless we have an improve- 
ment in production and distribution here and abroad; and unless 
we prevent credit expansion and bring about a gradual deflation 
of credit. Deflation depends not only on the control of expendi- 
tures by individuals, but also by the Federal, state, municipal and 
country Government. 

“There are some signs already that individuals especially are be- 
ginning to control expenditures, although experts tell me that 
the expenditure this year on what the Treasury reckons as luxuries 
would exceed twenty billions of dollars. 

“It was estimated on the basis of the tax records that the peo- 
ple would expend a billion dollars on candy, yet they complain of 
sugar shortage. The estimate for this year’s consumption of soft 
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drinks and beverages from cereals in which much sugar is used is 
$750,000,000. The expenditures on cigarettes for the year is esti- 
mated at $800,000,000, and on jewelry between $400,000,000 and 
$500,000,000, tobacco and snuff $800,000,000, cigars $810,- 
000,000, for admission to motion pictures and other places of 
amusement $750,000,000, chewing gum $50,000,000, and so on. I 
am satisfied that the total is not an overestimate.” 

A comparatively small fraction of this money, he pointed out, 
if it were saved and diverted into productive investments, would 
do much toward rehabilitating industry and providing capital for 
many essential lines of commercial activity. 


Superintendents to Meet at Buffalo 

In connection with the Buffalo convention, Fred C. Boyce, 
national president of the American Pulp and Paper Mill Super- 
intendents’ Association, has sent out the following communica- 
tion directed to the general managers of paper mills in all sec- 
tions of the country: 

“The first anniversary of the foundation of the American Pulp 
and Paper Mill Superintendents’ Association will be concluded 
with the National Convention to be held at Hotel Statler, in 
Buffalo, N. Y., Friday and Saturday, June 4 and 5, 1920. 

“At this convention your superintendent will come into intimate 
contact with men of his own standing from various parts of the 
country. He will have a wonderful opportunity to discuss labor 
and general mill conditions; to check himself up against his 
fellow. superintendent; to gain information that he may wish 
regarding any special feature he may be encountering. It is a 
golden opportunity for the general manager to send his super- 
intendent primed for the most good hé may obtain from such 
an assemblage as will convene in open session for two days. 

“Tf it ‘is at all possible we desire the presence of every general 
manager with his one or more superintendents and do most 
cordially invite you to be there. The program has been arrived 
at only after much deliberation and should prove of great interest 
to all concerned.”

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Editorial Association Asks News Print Aid 

Boston, Mass., May 31, 1920—The news print shortage was dis- 
cussed today by the National Editorial Association, in annual con- 
vention here. A resolution was unanimously adopted and for- 
warded to Chairman Porter, of the House Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee at Washington, urging the passage of Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion 152, which is designed to afford immediate relief in the emer- 
gency and especially to benefit country newspapers. 

Edward Albright, of Gallatin, Tenn., in his presidential address, 
said: “The ubiquitous profiteer is abroad in the print paper field 
just as he is in many other lines of trade, and an acute situation 
demands drastic action.” 

“My opinion is,” he added, “that Congress by prompt legislative 
enactment should restrict the issue of every newspaper in the 
United States to a maximum of so many pages per day and in 
such an act define a maximum page size. Large users of print 
paper with their own mills or contracts should keep out of the 
spot market. Congress also should make a substantial appropria- 
tion for a determined effort to find a substitute for wood pulp.” 

Mr. Albright asked consideration by the convention of the 
McKinley bill recently introduced in Congress and designed to 
provide a source of news print to newspapers of 18,000 circulation. 

President P. T. Dodge, of the International Paper Company, 
predicted even higher prices for newsprint paper, due to the 
threatened rise in freight rates and the demands of labor for higher 
wages. He suggested some amendment to the postal law requiring 
an added rate on newspapers above a certain weight and size, and 
appealed to the larger newspapers to keep out of the spot market. 

“Canada is permitted to keep raw material from us,” Mr. Dodge 
said, “and so long as we are thus deprived the International Paper 
Company will not put another dollar with my consent into Ameri- 
can mills.”

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ALASKA NATIONAL FORESTS IN RELATION TO PAPER 






By W. B. Greetry, CHIEF OF THE Forest SERVICE. 


The attention of the country has been brought forcibly to the 
shortage in newspaper and other pulpwood products and those 
concerned in the production of them are seeking diligently for 
further supplies. The regions in which there are now established 
paper plants are being thoroughly canvassed by manufacturers 
in an effort to locate raw material for continued production. It 
has become necessary to supply the mills with pulpwood secured

from greater and greater distances. In New York State, for 
example, it is estimated that 73 per cent of the pulpwood used 
by the mills is shipped over 100 miles. There are instances of 
pulpwood having been shipped 1,000 miles to the point of manu- 
facture. Transportation costs are constantly becoming an in- 
creasingly important factor in the production of pulp and paper. 

Few people have realized the opportunity afforded in Alaska to 
meet the present paper shortage. They picture the country as 









cold, barren and inaccessible. It seems unbelievable to them that 
the climate at Sitka varies by only 2° in mean annual temperature 
from that of Seattle; that there are excellent accessible stands 
of timber in Alaska; and that Ketchikan, the first port of entry, 
is but 90 miles from Prince Rupert, B. C., the Pacific terminal of 
the Grand Trunk Railroad. 

The National Forests, estimated to contain 77,000,000,000 board 
feet of standing timber, are in southern and southeastern Alaska 
where outdoor work is practicable for as long a period through- 
out the year as in the West Coast States. In this part of Alaska 
the harbors are open the year round. The stands of timber occur

within a mile or so of tidewater on a coast line of at least 12,000 
miles. The great bulk of it, of which approximately 100,000,000 
cords are suitable for pulp, is only from 600 to 800 miles from 
Seattle, that is, about the distance from New York to Savannah. 
In these days in which commodities are sent great distances, this 
distance, supplemented by rail hauls to interior and eastern con- 
suming centers, is not unusual.

Alaskan pulp products are accessible to the large markets of the 
United States by water transportation via the Panama Canal, by 
water to Seattle and rail shipment from thence east, or by water 
to Prince Rupert, B. C., thence east over the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road. No cargo rates on pulp and paper products from Alaska 
have been fixed, but rates now in effect between East Coast points 
and New York afford a good basis for judging the prospective 
Alaskan rates. The all rail rate from West Coast points to New 
York on such products is about $25 per ton, while water shipments 
between these points via the Panama Canal can be made for $18 
per ton. An additional $4 per ton for water shipment from Alaskan 
to West Coast points is considered a liberal allowance. The trans- 
portation factor in relation to Alaskan products is such an im- 
portant one, however, that manufacturers of pulp and paper on a 
large scale would undoubtedly find it advantageous and profitable 
to own or charter boats and barges for their own shipments. The 
practicability of pulp and paper shipments by water has been 
amply demonstrated by the commerce for some years in these 
commodities from Scandinavia to North and South America and 
the Orient and from British Columbia to Australia and the Orient. 


Sitka Spruce and Western Hemlock 

The great bulk of the Alaskan forests consist of Sitka spruce 
and western hemlock in the proportion of about one to four. The 
better stands of timber contain many trees running five or six 
thousand board feet to the tree and upwards of 50,000 board feet 
to the acre. Such stands are somewhat limited in extent; but 
there are enormous areas of timber running from 10 to 30 thousand 
board feet per Square acre and adapted in size and quality to the 
manufacture of pulp. The adaptability of this timber to the 
manufacture of both mechanical and chemical pulp has been demon- 
strated by the tests made at the Forest Products Laboratory of the 
Forest Service and by commercial practice in the paper mills of 
British Columbia. 


Large Sales in Last Ten Years 

The Forest Service has been making sales of saw-timber -and 
piling from the Alaska forests ever since their establishment and 
now supplies every saw-mill in southern Alaska aside from many 
mines and fish canneries. Some 4,000 sales of timber aggregating 
420,000,000 feet have been made during the last 10 years, showing 
that the present use of National Forest timber is extensive and 
that the methods of conducting sales are practical and satisfactory 
to operators. Timber is offered for pulp manufacture on fair 
terms which recognize the practical requirements of such enter- 
prises in a new region. Sufficient timber will be contracted to sup- 
ply proposed plants for 30 years; and, where necessary to insure 
a sufficient supply of raw material, additional tracts of stumpage 
will be reserved pending the cutting out of the first sale. The 
timber purchased is paid for in small installments as it is cut, 
obviating the necessity for large investments in raw material. 


Relieved of Carrying Charges 

The purchaser of National Forest stumpage is thus relieved of 
the burden of carrying charges on timber properties, which as or- 
dinarily computed double the cost of timber to the operating plant 
every 7 or 8 years. The price paid is fixed by the Government 
every five years, but increases during the life of the contract only 
if there is an actual increase in the going value of corresponding 
timber in Alaska. The price is adjusted in each case to the physi- 
cal conditions of the particular operation, considering the accessi- 
bility and quality of its stumpage. Certain restrictions limit pos- 
sible increases in price during the earlier portion of the contract in 
order that the operator may count upon a maximum liability for 
his raw material. As a matter of fact, timber values in Alaska 


are so low that the cost of stumpage is a negligible factor in paper 
manufacture. Most of the tracts hitherto appraised show a value 
of about 50 cents per cord for spruce and 25 cents per cord for 
hemlock, these rates being fixed for the first five years of cutting 
in addition to the time needed for the installation of improvements. 


Good Locations for Power Plants 

Aside from timber, of which there is an ample supply on the 
National Forests the most important essential to pulp and paper 
production is water power. For some time the water resources 
branch of the Geological Survey has maintained the measurements 
on streams in Alaska, in co-operation with the Forest Service, the 
results being published in Bulletin 692-B of the Survey. The 
records of streamflow have been kept for a sufficient length of 
time to determine the mean low water stage of the most important 
streams as a basis for development. There are a number of very 
good locations for power plants on the Alaskan forests and pulp 
mills established in the vicinity of these sites can be supplied with 
suitable timber within practicable operating distances, 

The other essential materials incident to pulp and paper produc- 
tion, such as lime,. coal, soda ash, salt cake and sulphur, can be 
secured either through local sources of supply or established mar- 
kets. Lime rock (marble) is plentiful in Alaska. There are 
coal and lignite mines in the territory, some of which are operating, 
although these resources have not been widely developed. If not 
available locally, coal could be secured from the Seattle region. 
Soda ash and salt cake would come from the West Coast, while 
sulphur could be obtained either from Louisiana or Japan. 


Alaska a Second Norway 


Transportation obstacles and the economic difficulties of war 
times, the main factors which have retarded the development of 
Alaska’s pulp resources hitherto, are now believed to be out- 
weighed by the acute shortage of paper and the high prices which 
it commands. In the face of a diminishing supply of pulpwood in 
the States and increasing difficulties in obtaining this product from 
Canada and other foreign countries, there can be little doubt that 
the establishment of a paper industry in Alaska is a necessary and 
practicable step in meeting our growing demands for paper, In its 
physical conditions and opportunities, Alaska is a second Norway. 
Sooner or later, it is destined to become one of the principal paper 
making regions of the country. 


Folding Box Manufacturers to Meet 


The Directors of the Folding Box Manufacturers National Asso- 
ciation have completed arrangements for the next membership 
meeting which is to be held at the Hotel Traymore in Atlantic City 
on Friday, June 18. Accommodations at the Hotel Traymore have 
been set aside for this occasion and notices have been sent to the 
members giving the particulars of the meeting. 

A general invitation is being sent to all folding box manufactur- 
ers of the country inviting them to attend this meeting, as it will 
be open to the official representatives of all plants actually engaged 
in the manufacture of folding boxes. The program for the meeting 
is now being prepared, but it may be said at this time that two of 
the outstanding features will be the consideration of a compre- 
hensive plan for assembling the statistics of the folding box in- 
dustry, which plan will be presented by a special committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose at a previous meeting and a general survey 
of current conditions in the industry based on reports to be made 
by the manufacturers present.

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FOREIGN TRADE IN NEWS PRINT PAPER 
AND THE PAPER MAKING MATERIALS 


By THE Division or Statistics, BUREAU OF ForEIGN AND Domestic COMMERCE, 


With the removal of press censorship and the extensive com- 
mercial advertising campaigns in all lines of domestic production, 
the excessive demand for paper and paper-making materials during 
the war has continued through the peace year 1919, and into 1920. 
The increase in the use of paper and pulp has been proportionately 
much greater than the gain in population. The demand now ex- 
ceeds the present domestic production plus increased imports for 
consumption, with a consequent rise in values as shown .in the 
various classes of exports and imports of paper, and of wood pulp 
and other crude paper stock. 

From $24,465,694 in the calendar year 1915, the total imports of 
paper and paper manufactures show large increases in value an- 
nually, culminating in $53,602,174 in 1919. Of this amount four- 
fifths, or $43,674,094, represented printing paper valued at not 
above 5 cents per pound, practically all of it being news print. In 
1917 and 1918 imports of this class of printing paper constituted 
three-fourths of the total value of imported paper and paper 
manufactures. 

Increasing from 1,192,540,059 pounds, valued at $35,023,161 in 
1918 to 1,255,462,866 pounds, at $43,674,094 in 1919, imports of 
printing paper valued at not above 5 cents per pound show a gain 
of 5 per cent in quantity and nearly 25 per cent in value. During 
the same time, exports of news print paper amounting to 193,- 
477,853 pounds, valued at $7,978,296 in 1918 rose to 220,589,829 
pounds, worth $10,100,229 in 1919, representing an increase of 14 
per cent in quantity, and 27 per cent in value. Exports of 99,- 
220,241 pounds of all other printing paper, valued at $8,710,940 in 
1918 increased to 153,327,185 pounds, invoiced at $16,160,777 in 
1919, or a gain of 54 per cent in quantity and 85 per cent in value 
during the first peace year. 


Argentina Largest Purchaser of Paper 


Argentina was the chief purchaser of both news print and all 
other printing paper in 1919, taking 52,469,936 pounds of the 
former class, valued at $2,185,846, and 30,027,287 pounds of the 
latter, at $3,094,071. Other South American countries, France 
and Cuba also purchased largely of news print; and Cuba, Brazil, 
Japan and Australia were heavy buyers of all other printing paper. 
The amount and value of the exports of printing paper to the 
leading countries during 1918 and 1919 are shown in the following 
table:

In addition to these domestic exports, there were reexports of 
foreign-made printing paper for books and newspapers, valued at 
not above 5 cents per pound, of 2,209,559 pounds in 1918, worth 
$82,910, as compared with 3,878,334 pounds, worth $163,916 in 
1919. Reexports of all other printing paper in 1918 only amounted 
to 16,465 pounds; invoiced at $2,013, but increased to 1,146,853 
pounds, valued at $66,490 in 1919. 


Bulk of Imported Print Paper from Canada 

Imports of printing paper valued at not above 5 cents per pound 
are derived chiefly from Canada. Shipments from that country in 
1919 averaged 104,079,823 pounds, in quantity, and $3,623,360 in 
value monthly, or a total of $43,480,329 for the year as compared 
with the entire imports valued at $43,674,294. Imports from New- 
foundland and Labrador reached $190,413, and from Mexico 
$3,145. 

Of all other print paper imported in 1919, amounting to 158,994 
pounds, valued at $58,119, 126,435 pounds, worth $53,764, came 
from England; 32,016 pounds, worth $4,220, from Scotland; and 
small amounts from Japan and Canada. Total imports of this 
class in 1918 were 182,995 pounds, invoiced at $42,633. 


Foreign Trade in Pulp Wood and Wood Pulp 

Canada was the chief source of all classes of pulp wood and 
wood pulp imported into the United States in 1919. Imports of 
pulp wood of 1,047,299 cords, valued at $10,458,753, declined by 
322,728 cords in quantity and $2,903,813 in value as compared with 
1918. Imports of wood pulp aggregated 567,872 tons valued at 
$37,048,381 in 1919, gaining 51,614 tons in quantity and $5,571,206 
in value over totals for the previous year of 516,258 toms. ¥

The total imports of pulp wood of all classes received during 
1919 came from Canada, with the exception of $117 worth of the 
rough and $1,940 worth of the peeled wood furnished by New- 
foundland and Labrador. 

Exports of wood pulp amounting to 35,799 tons, valued at 
$3,048,988 were made in 1919, as compared with 19,932 tons, worth 
$1,733,872 in 1918. 


Crude Paper Stock 


The shortage and high price of wood pulp have stimulated the 
trade in other paper-making materials. Exports of paper stock 
(except wood pulp), mostly rags, amounted to 54,541,361 pounds, 
valued at $1,533,013, or an average price of $0.028 per pound in 
1919—a gain of 22,300,055 pounds in quantity and $862,671 in 
value over corresponding exports in 1918 of 32,241,306 pounds, 
invoiced at $670,342, or an average of $0.02 per pound. 

Imports of crude paper stock (except wood pulp) in 1918 were 
valued at $2,764,197, the quantity not being stated prior to July 1, 
1918, in the official returns. For the last half of that year the 
imports amounted to 56,092,364 pounds, worth $1,790,861, averaging 
$0.032 per pound. Imports increased to 220,390,024 pounds, in- 
voiced at $7,184,555 in 1919, or an average price of $0.033 per 
pound. This is a gain of $4,420,358 over the previous year. 


January Imports and Prices 


The growing domestic demand for news print is reflected in the 
largely increased imports of printing paper and the raw materials 
used in paper manufacture and decreased exports of finished 
printing paper in January, 1920, as compared with January, 1919, 
with an upward trend in prices. 

With the exception of ground wood pulp, the various classes of 
imports in the following table show a gain in January, 1920, over 
the previous month. As shown in the following table, print paper 
valued at not above 5 cents per pound increased by 10,224,416 
pounds, paper stock by 32,745,049 pounds, mechanically ground 
wood pulp by 4,691 tons, and chemical pulp by 24,926 tons. in

The average import price of news print increased from $0.0323 
per pound in January, 1919, to $0.0386 in January, 1920; of pulp 
wood, from $9.81 to $9.96 per cord; and of wood pulp, mechanically 
ground, from $29.12 to $41.13 per ton; while wood pulp, chemical 
unbleached, decreased from $81.96 to $78.80 per ton; and wood 
pulp, chemical bleached, from $160.30 to $110. The price of news 
print rose steadily throughout the year, but that of pulp wood 
reached the highest monthly average in June, when the price was

News print paper, amounting 
to 7,668,201 pounds, valued at $418,968, exported in January, gained 
slightly over December figures, but declined by 17,853,799 pounds 
and $674,274 when compared with the corresponding month of 
1919. Exports of all other printing paper, 6,277,834 pounds, in-

The monthly average’ export price per pound of news print 
made the high record for the year in last January of $0.055, as 
compared with $0.043 the previous January. The monthly average 
export price of wood pulp declined from $82.11 per ton in Jan- 
uary, 1919, to $71 for January, 1920, touching the high points of 
$97.22 per ton in last April and $94.75 in’ November. 


Domestic Production and Consumption 


It has been estimated that about 30,000 newspapers are pub- 
lished in the United States, or nearly one-half the total number in 
the world. A newspaper directory for 1919 lists 21,664 of these 
publications, in 10,461 towns, including papers published in 37 
different languages: The aggregate circulation for the United 
States and Cariada‘is given as 34,363,000 for dailies, and 17,233,000 
for Sunday papers. These figures give an approximate idea of 
the enormous quantity of news print required by the daily press, 
exclusive of that used in other branches of the publishing business. 

According to reports-of the United States Federal Trade Com- 
mission, the production: of-all grades of news print paper during 
1919 was greater than during any preceding year, being slightly 
more than 9 per cent over 1918. Stocks on hand at the paper 
mills, however, decreased materially from the beginning of 1917 to 
the end of 1919, amounting to 38,998 tons on January 1, 1917, as 
against only 15,369 tons on December 31, 1919. Stocks of standard 
news print (32-pound paper used for newspapers, and constituting 
about 90 per cent of the total news print manufactured) held by 
the mills on January 1, 1917, amounted to 26,477 tons, and to only 
12,338 tons on December 31, 1919. The decrease in the total stocks 
on hand of all grades of paper from January 1, 1918, to December 


* 31, 1919, amounted to slightly more than 30 per cent for the in- 


dustry. 

The total domestic production of all grades of wood pulp in 
1919 was 3,374,865 tons, of which 1,449,799 tons were ground wood 
pulp, and the remainder chemical pulp; as compared with 3,199,500 
tons manufactured in 1918, of which 1,303,403 tons were ground 
wood pulp. Stocks on hand at the end of the. year amounted to 
183,586 tons in 1919, as against 164,901 in 1918. Production of all 
grades of pulp in 1919 exceeded that of the previous year. by 
slightly more than 5 per cent. 

The greater percentage of pulp produced by domestic manufac- 
turers is consumed by domestic manufacturers in the production of 
finished paper. The tonnage of pulp for sale, therefore, is small 
compared with the tonnage produced. The prices of pulp used in 
the manufacture of news print paper have increased approximately 
in the same ratio as the prices of finished news print paper. 


January Production 


The January production of news print paper amounted to 129,663 
tons (net) in 1920, or an increase of 11 per cent over the 116,154 
tons in January, 1919. This output was from 89 mills in January, 
1920, and from 66 mills in the corresponding month of the previous 
year. Stocks on hand at the end of January last amounted to 
16,934 tons, as against 21,219 tons at the end of January, 1919. 

The January production of all grades of wood pulp, made in 179 
mills, was 301,746 tons in 1920, as compared with 282,642 tons, 
made in 160 mills, in 1919. Of this output, 110,835 tons was 
ground wood pulp in 1920, and 122,469 tons in 1919, the remainder 
being chemical pulp. Stocks on hand at the end of the month of 
all grades of wood pulp totaled 154,306 tons ih 1920, as against 
175,522 in 1919.

Wasuincton, D. C., June 2, 1920.—In connection with the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission’s current statistics of the paper industry 
a summary of the monthly reports from manufacturers of wood 
pulp and other kinds of pulp used in paper making is submitted 
herewith for the month of April, 1920. The table shows the kind 
of pulp, the stocks, production, pulp used and shipments for the 
month. The pulp shipped during each month represents only pulp 
shipped to a concern different from the one producing it. Loss of 
production is shown by giving the idle machine time reported by 
each company for each kind of pulp. 


Pulp Production 


The following is a tabulation of the production, pulp used by 
the company producing it, shipments to outside concerns, and 
stocks of finished pulp, in tons of 2,000 pounds on an air-dry 
basis, for April, 1920, compared with April, 1919, for the operating 
mills. The average production is based upon the reports covering 
the years 1917, 1918, and 1919, and the average stocks are based 
upon the stocks carried for the 17 months’ period ended February

Total stocks of all grades of pulp in the mills on April 30 
‘amounted to 160,515 tons. Mill stocks of all grades, except news- 
grade sulphite, easy bleaching sulphite and “other than wood pulp” 
increased during the month. 

Comparing the stocks on hand at the domestic pulp mills at the 
vend of the month with their average daily production, based on 
tthe reports covering the years 1917; 1918, and 1919, the figures 





show that: Ground -wood mill stocks equal slightly less than 27 
days’ average output. News-grade sulphite mill stocks equal slight- 
ly less than 8 days’ average output. Bleached sulphite mill stocks 
equal slightly less than 3 days’ average output. Easy bleaching 
sulphite mill stocks equal slightly more than 2 days’ average out- 
put. Mitscherlich sulphite mill stocks equal slightly more than 7 
days’ average output. Sulphate mill stocks equal slightly more 
than 9 days’ average output. Soda pulp mill stocks equal slightly 
more than 3 days’ average output. Total mill stocks of all grades 
equal slightly less than 15 days’ average output. Mill stocks of 
“other than wood pulp” equal about 5 days’ average output. 


Loss of Production ‘4 


The number of grinders and digesters showing lost time during 
the month of April in operating mills was 933. These figures do 
not include the machines in three mills that were not in operation 
during April. The number of hours lost for various reasons is 
shown in detail in the following tabulation. The total time lost 
in March is also shown by grades and reasons for purposes of

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already devastated or caused the deterioration of immense forest 
tracts in the United States and Canada. According to official fig- 
ures Canada is now producing 2,775 tons of news print paper 
daily, or about 800,000 tons a year. Four of the largest mills plan 
to increase this output in 1920 by an average of 90,000 tons a year. 

Some years ago the United States produced the entire supply of 
wood pulp consumed, but the domestic industry is no longer self- 
sustaining in the matter of supplying raw materials. The United 
States Forest Service and the national forestry and wood-pulp and 
paper associations are deeply interested in the problem of per- 
petuating our forests, and at the same time providing for an ade- 
quate and continuous supply of pulp wood for the domestic in- 
dustry. One of the methods suggested by the Waste Reclamation 
Service, Department of Commerce, is a more extensive use of rags 
and waste paper as raw materials in paper manufacture. It is 


stated that every ton of waste paper which can be substituted will 
save eight trees of mature growth required to produce a ton of 
wood pulp; and that we are sending annually to the dump 150,000 
tons of waste paper, representing substituted power for at least 
1,2C0,000 trees of mature growth.

Obituary 


John Knight 

Easton, Pa., June 1, 1920.—John Knight, president of the Paper 
Makers Chemical Company, died recently. 

John Knight was born in Bolton, England, in 1841, son of John 
Knight, iron founder, of that place. Mr. Knight was a very ex- 
tensive traveler, having covered the greater part of the world. 
He first came to the United States in 1859 to: regain his health. 

He traveled 40,000 miles through the 
United States and Canada and re- 
turned to England to settle up his 
father’s estate in 1861, and intended 
to travel around the world and settle 
in the United States. Being of inde- 
pendent means, however, Mr. Knight 
met Annie Winstanley, who became 
his wife in September, 1861. Mr. 
Knight then engaged in the shipping 
business, taking half interest in sev- 
eral brigs, one of which rescued Cap- 
tain Semmes of the Alabama._ 

Later Mr. Knight bought a con- 
trolling interest in a paper mill at 
Newton le Willows, which was very 
successful until Mr. Knight had to 
Zive up business on account of poor health and took a trip to 
Siberia where he located a Site for a paper mill which was built 
at Ekaterinburg in 1872 by Yates Brothers, one of whom was Mr. 
Knight’s brother-in-law. This mill and another was still in 
operation until taken-over by the Bolsheviki during the late war. 

On Mr. Knight’s return to England he entered into the mill 
supply business, handling practically everything used in a paper 
mill, and did an international business with various European 
countries, and later with the United States. 

In 1887 Mr. Knight was informed by his physician that it would 
be necessary for him to seek a drier climate than England. Mrs. 
Knight favored New Zealand, but Mr. Knight had never lost his 
early love for the United States; in fact, he had made several 
business trips since his first visit, so they finally decided on 
settling in Springfield, Mass., where he engaged in mill supply 
business, and by request of many of his friends later entered into 
the importation of English China Clay, and in 1900 started the 
Paper Makers Chemical Company of Easton, Pa., in connection 
with C. K. Williams and the writer. Mr. Knight was president 
of this company at the time of his death, and was known by all 
the paper trade throughout the world. 

Mr. “Knight was in the habit of keeping a diary. Many of 
the episodes contained in this diary confirm the fact that “truth 
is stranger than fiction.” 


Mr. Knight had read every copy of the Paper TraDE JouRNAL 
since the first copy issue in 1872.

Publishers’ stocks increased 7,527 tons during the month. The 
average daily tonnage used during April was slightly less than the 
average used in March. 

Publishers’ stocks and transit tonnage on April 30, represented 
slightly less than 35 days’ supply at the existing rate of consump- 
tion. 

Seventy publishing concerns held about 51 per cent of the ton- 
nage on hand at the end of the month. 

The domestic consumption of standard news by metropolitan 
dailies using between one-half and three-fourths of a million tons 
annually increased more than 7 per cent for April, 1920, over 
April, 1919, and more than 14 per cent for April, 1920, over April, 
1918. 

The following tabulation shows the increase in the total domes- 
tic consumption of all weights-of news print paper for 1919 and 
1920 compared by quarters with the same quarters of 1918, com- 
puted from the best-statistics available:

This 
weighted average is based upon April deliveries of approximately 
61,000 tons on contracts involving a total tonnage of more than 
one million tons of paper manufactured in the United States. 

The weighted average contract price based on deliveries from 
Canadian mills of more than 23,000 tons of standard roll news in 
carload lots, f.

This weighted average is based upon the April deliveries on con- 
tracts involving more than 300,000 tons of Canadian paper.

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New York Market Review 


Orrice or tHe Pargsr Trape Journal, 
EDNESDAY, June 2, 1920. 


Conditions affecting the movement of freight have changed 
very little during the past week. Some shipments are moving a 
little easier, while in other quarters it is reported that the con- 
gestion is as bad as ever. Prices throughout the paper industry 
remain firm, despite the fact that the retailers still seem to be 
out on a reduction debauch. It is generally thought, throughout 
the trade, that the present break in prices is only temporary and 
that prices will stiffen again, though not advance appreciably and 
that a gradual deflation will bring prices back to normal eventually. 

The demand for news print is very strong and the mills are 
pressed very hard in their endeavor to catch up with orders 
booked. Poor shipping facilities continue to hinder the entrance 
of large quantities of. this kind of paper into New York. This 
factor combined with the inadequate supply continues to necessi- 
tate some of the local newspapers from running quite a few 
columns of advertising matter in the daily editions. The Interna- 
tional Paper Company has raised the price of contract news to 
5.75 cents for the third quarter of the current year. A little 
abatement in the demand is expected: during the months of July 
and August. No change in last week’s quotations has been 
recorded. 

The situation in the book paper market is about the same as 
the preceding week. The demand continues very good, while the 
supply is inadequate to meet the buyer’s requirements. It looks 
as though the supply will be short for some time to come. Prices 
are holding firm. 

A shortage of fine papers is still reported in the local market. 
Shipments are still hampered. The demand continues very good. 
There seems to be no chance of prices coming. down for the 
present. The market for the past week was very firm. 

Tissues are still prevented from reaching the buying centre on 
account of railroad conditions. The jobbers appear to be playing 
a “watchful waiting” game. While a majority of them are buy- 
ing, they are not ordering in large quantities. As a matter of 
fact they seem to be placing orders for one-half the tonnage that 
they usually buy. The slashing of prices by retailers has, no 
doubt, brought about this careful attitude on the part of the 
jobbing trade and while they are not certain as to paper prices, 
they are hesitating on placing large orders. Prices remain very 
firm, with a slight tendency for a few lines to advance. 

The supply of boards among the jobbers is very low. None 
of them seems to have any merchandise, although lots of goods 
are consigned to them and are “en route” somewhere in America. 
Quite a little trading among the jobbers is reported. Business is 
said to be good, although the boxmakers are not buying very 
heavily. Prices are unchanged and remain firm. 

While the local market in wrapping paper continues dull prices 
have held firm, due to the shortage of local stocks, with no signs 
of relief until the freight situation is back to normal. The mills 
are still unable to catch up with their orders on hand and they 
are unwilling to book orders very far ahead. The general 
tendency towards price reduction in other lines has created a 
feeling of uncertainty with a resultant slackening of buying. In 
some quarters it is believed that any price reductions will cause a 
buying flurry. Better business is expected in the late summer. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Ground wood continues to enjoy a tremendous demand, in fact 
the greatest in the history of the paper industry. The paper mills 
seem absolutely unable to buy enough pulp for their full require- 
ments and at times must take an inferior quality to what they 
ordered or go without. There is virtually no stock of pulp at 
the mills at present, for as fast as it is produced it is shipped to

consumers who are eagerly waiting for it. Ground wood has 
advanced in price and is selling as high as $125 in some cases. 


Chemical Pulp 


The demand for chemical pulp continues enormous, practically 
all grades feeling the heavy pressure on the little available stock 
at hand, with the mills doing their utmost to catch up with their 
orders as rapidly as possible. It still remains practically impossible 
to get any soda fibre at any price for spot consumption. 

Practically no pulp is coming over from Europe, so that that 
market has little or no effect on domestic conditions. European 
buyers continue to need the output of the Scandinavian mills so 
badly that they are still bidding higher prices for this kind of 
pulp than America can afford to pay, except for specialty purposes. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 
The better grade of all rags is enjoying a very good demand 
with white rags leading and good packings of thirds and blues 
next in line. The other grades are in about the same position as 
they were the preceding week. New rags continue firm and the 
past week showed an increasing demand for the higher grades. 
A good market for practically all grades of foreign rags exists 
with the consuming mills at home. A falling-off in offerings of 
the better grades is noticeable. The prices asked on the other 
side in many instances are over this market and do not permit 
of the bringing in of rags to this side. Shipping conditions have 
been such in this country that the importers are reluctant to buy 
until the congestion is relieved on piers around New York, as 
they have been saddled with heavy expenses by storage and extra 
handling charges. 
Old Rope and Bagging 


The needs of the mills still help in keeping the demand for 
rope fairly active. Easier freight movements have allowed large 
quantities of this commodity to reach the consuming centres. 
Prices in this market are holding firmly with no marked indica- 
tion at present of a falling off in value. 

The market in bagging is a little spotty, with a fair demand 
for the better grades. Quotations for bagging are reported as 
being the same as those of last week. 

Waste Paper 

The demand for waste paper continues very strong and far 
exceeds the supply. Many mills that use this kind of material 
deprecate the fact that besides advancing prices in this market, 
waste paper is obtained with difficulty. All grades of this kind of 
paper stock have felt the impetus and everything from mixed 
paper to shavings show a much stronger tone. 


Twine 


The situation in this market has remained practically the same. 
The mills seem to have more orders than they can take care of 
and are limiting quantities on new business. Business is reported 
as being good and prices are very firm. Expectations of new 
price lists with higher quotations still persist in the trade. 


Annual Meeting of Swedish Paper Engineers 
The Association of Swedish Paper & Cellulose Engineers had 
‘ts annual meeting at Stockholm. More than 80 members took 
part and 38 new members were accepted. During 1919 member- 
ship increased from 119 to 155. 
The meeting decided to accept an offer from the new Swedish

ber of interesting lectures were delivered and discussed. 

There seems to be a growing sentiment to use professional asso- 
ciations’ for the betterment of.economic conditions of their mem- 
bers. In line with this settlement it was decided to keep in friendly 
contact with paper engineers of Germany, Austria and other paper 
producing countries.

CASEIN.—The consumption of casein far exceeds the supply. 
The domestic production has not come near expectations and 
nothing seems to be coming in from foreign markets. The quota- 
tion for spot casein is 15 cents the pound. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—A not over-plentiful supply is reported, but 
it seems that buyers are taking advantage of the financial situation 
and are “bearing” down the market so that prices are a little weak. 
For prompt shipment from works, F. A. S., prices are 6.20@6.25 
per sound. Spot stuff is 6.35@6.50. 


CHINA CLAY.—Embargoes are off practically all points, ex- 
cept New England. The car shortage, however, is interfering 
somewhat with free movement from the south. Prices advanced 
last month, due principally to the increased cost of coal. Prices 
are as follows: Georgia clay $12@13 per ton; South Carolina 
clay $10@11 per ton, and Blue Ridge clay, $15@17 per ton. 

ROSIN.—There still is little or no rosin in the local market. 
Steamer space is more plentiful than it has been, but it is very 
hard to get the boats discharged when they get here. The re- 
ceipts of rosin are improving in the south. The demand for spot 
goods is very good. Quotations last week in carload lots, f. o. b. 
New York, on the first available steamer space, were: Grade E, 
$18.75; grade F, $18.80, and grade G, $18.85. 

SODA ASH.—This market is very quiet, but prices are fairly 
well maintained because of the shortage. Quotations are reported 
as being around $3 per 100 pound bags, f. o. b. works. 

SATIN WHITE—The demand is greater than the supply. 
Labor and transportation interferred with the supply to such an 
extent that the mills are way behind on orders. The spot market 
is quoted at 2.75 cents the pound. 


STARCH.—A good demand for starch continues and the supply 
is not adequate. Orders are taken subject to indefinite delays and 
at prices prevailing at time of shipment. Prices, freight prepaid 
to New York in carload lots, per 100 pounds are: Pearl starch in 
bags, $5.47, in barrels, $5.94; powdered starch: in bags, $5.62, in 
barrels, $6.09, and crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity, machine 
packed, in bags, $6.77, in barrels, $7.28. 


SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—A continued good demand is 
reported for this commodity, but it is still very difficult to obtain. 
Prices are: Commercial grade, 2@2.50 cents per pound, New 
York; iron free, 4@4.50 cents per pound, New York. 

TALC.—More cars are available to ship this product than be- 
fore, due to the government intervention in the railroad situation. 
However, it will take a few months before all the orders can be 
caught up with. Talc is selling for $18@20 a ton, f. o. b. mill.
